Late at night crders came in forms to 
join Buller at Wonderfontein, some 
16 miles farther wp, We started early 
all in good «piirits, for we hoped to 
join hands again qith Prenéh and 
Buller and meet, for the first time, 
the Strathcona Horse. We arrived 
safely ut Lenoofontein, where we hail 
to stop and hold for a time, we know 
not how long. However,on the morn- 
ing of the 17th we got orders to pro- 
oeed at once kd Nooetegedacht, as the 
(Reers were closing in swiftly. It was 
Joly 8 miles from Wonderfontein, so 
we made if early. I had four very 
sick mada, so I took one wagon anil 
imy 4 patients on into Middleburg that 
day, 39 miles. My ‘little, charger was 
vary tired end ao was I when 1 got 
my mén in hospital, I told my téam-= 
ster to select o, camping ground which 
fhe did inthe centire of the town and 
we slept in the wagon, and next day 
We Ireturned tocamp and found avery-

Thie 
however, is not so bad as being call- 
ed the Best of Cutthroats, as was 
the Duke of Wellington. Nor were 
the names givea Oliver Cromwell of

They sailed 
from Cape Town on Sept. 80, and 
the people of that place gave them a 
good send off, though they were not 
there long. They reached St. Helena 
on Oct, 5, and landed 200 prisoners 
brought: from Cape Town. 

The Idaho arrived at Cape De 
Verde on Oct, 18. 

Lieut.-Col. Felletier and Capt. 
Stairs were seen by a reporter. The) 
Were surprised to learn that Col. Ot- 
ter had made feference to some ‘‘ab- 
surd contention” by the gallant  lit- 
tle captain of Compnay H, and, 
though both Were apparently much 
Worked up over the colonel’s reference 
to the Halifax captain, they positive- 
ly decline to make any statement re 
garding the affair.

‘Three of the 
poWers, the United States, France 
and Russia, accept the clauses re 
lating to the open.door and the in- 
ternational integrity of China, but 
withhold action on the third clause 
to future procedure, in case any 
power seizos territory 


Tussin Ie Satisfied, 


St. Petersburg, Nov. 2,—The text 
of the American, French and Russian 
anawers to the note answering the 
Anglo-German agreement on China, 
are now generally known here, Thoy 
are considered entirely similar in sub- 
Stance, showing that these powers 
are in perfect accord, This has pro- 
duced an excellent effect both in Gov- 
ermtment and = private circles in this 
city, 
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Third Clause Inmaterial. 


Berlin, Novy. — The Post, of this 
city, semi-officially made the follow- 
ing announce nent yesterday: 

“As the third clause of the Anglo- 
German agreement is Intended to op- 
erate in tle event of one power in 
Opposition to the principle laid down 
it ceuses to be important, all the 
poWers accepting it.”’

Letters from privates in China be- 
gin to find their way into the Social-

letter from a soldier in Pekin, who 
sais he witnessed” the following 
scene! 

“Sixty-eight captives, some of them 
not yet adults, were tied together by 
their pig-tails, beaten bloody by the 
Germans, compelled to dig their own 
graves and then slot en masse." 

No Prisoners Taken. 


The MHalberstadter Volks Zeitung 
prints a communication from Pekin, 
in Which the writer says: “No pris- 
oners are taken. All are shot, or, 
preferably, sabred to save ammuni- 
tion. On Sunday afternoon we had 
to bayonet 74 prisoners. They had 
killed one of our patrol men. An en- 
tire battalion pursued them and cap- 
tured 74 alive. It was cruel. It was 
indescribable.”

A NIGHT OF TORTURE 


{T BROUGHT A FORTUNE TO ITS IN- 
NOCENT VICTIM. 


Twice Strung Up by Lynchers, He 
Confessed to Murder and Was Aft- 
erward Vindicated and Recovered 
$25,000 From His Assailants. 


‘Late in the fifties George W. King 
was the proprietor of a hotel in Ox- 
ford, 26 miles from Lafayette, Ind. In 
1859 a stranger arrived at the hotel and 
gave his name as Dr. Rowe. He told 
King that he had no money and askeé 
to be trusted for his board till ke could 
get practice in the place, promising to 
pay him as promptly as possible, King 
consented to the arrangement, and 
Rowe soon became a favorite with the 
people on account of his companion- 
able disposition and superior {intelli- 
gence. The doctor, however, fell deep- 
er and deeper in debt. He had been at 
the hotel for nearly a year when King 
reminded him one morning that he 
had not paid anything on bis board 
bill for three months, The conversa- 
tion, it afterward appeared, was over- 
heard by some one in the hotel, though 
nothing was thopght of it at the time. 

A week after the conversation Rowe 
was called out late at ulght to see a 
patient and failed to return. Days 
passed without any word from him, and 
his disappearance soon was connected 
with the conversation that bad passed 
between him and the landlord about 
the unpaid board. One night three }. 
months later a party of disguised men 
entered the hotel and, overpowering 
King, took him to a woodland adjoin- 
ing the town. 

He recognized the voices of several 
of his captors and especially of the 
leader, who told him that he was sus- 
pected of murdering Rowe and de 
tmanded that he confess. King stoully 
maintained his innocence, and the 
leader of the mob ordered his com- 
panions “to string him up.” A rope 
was placed around bis neck, a dozen 
men pulled down a stout limb, over 
which the other end of the rope was 
thrown, and when the limb was re- 
leased it carried King off his feet and 
left bim banging by the neck. He 
was nearly unconsclous when let down 
and again ordered to confess. 

After much delay he was restored 
sufficiently to understand what was 
sald to him, and he again refused, de- 
claring bis Innocence and saylnog he 
did not know what had become of 
Rowe. A second time he was strung 
up and a second time let down, but 
life was nearly extinct, and be was 
mucb longer In being restored than be 
fore. 

The luckless landlord knew he could 
not pass through another such ordeal 
and live, so he consented to confess 
He purposely lengthened the confes- 
sion {n order to gain time, and sald 
that he and two men, named Rogers 
and Haggard, bad polsoned some whia- 
ky and induced Rowe to drink it, and 
after bis death they bad buried bin 
In a hollow some distance away. It 
was nearly daylight when the confes- 
sion was made, and the lynchers de- 
termined to take King to jail In Lafa- 
yette and then arrest Rogers and Hag- 
gard. 

Before the jail was reached day had 
dawned, and King recognized his cap- 
tors as mombers of the Horse Thiet 
Detective company of Benton, Warren 
and Tippecanoe counties, nearly all of 
whom were known to him. Confident | 
of bis guilt, the men made no attempt 
to conceal their indentity. So great | 
was the excitement and so Intense the 
foeling against King that he walved ' 
examination and went to jail, hoping 
that something would turn up to oa- 
tablish his innocence. 

From the jall at Lafayette King ad- 
drossed lettera to editors of papers in 
Oincinnatl, Chicago, St. Louls, Louls- | 
ville and other cities, setUng out the 
circumstances of his confinement and | 
asking them to keep his letter in the

papers in hopes that It migocr ia var 
der Rowe's notice. The appeal was a 
pathetic one and was copied Into many 
papers throughout the northwest. 

Two weeks after its first appearance 
Dr. Rowe rode into Oxford and, at 
tended by a nuinber of citizens, pro- 
ceeded to Lafayette, where his appear. 
ance caused the immediate release of 
the accused landlord. In explanation 
of his disappearance Rowe sald be had 
left hls home in the east on account of 
domestic troubles; that he bad learned 
that his wife was on her way to Ox- 
ford and he had determined to leaye 
the place secretly in order to prevent 
her from learning where he had gone.

Philippi, W. Va., Nov, 5.—At 1.80 
o'clock Saturday morning a terrific 
explosion occurred at the Southern 
Coal and Transportation Company's 
mines ut Berrysbury, six miles from 
Philippi. Twelve dead bodies have 
been taken from the mines. It oc- 
curred in the second left No. 6 
room, south entrance, ‘The mine 
owners refuse to discuss it, saying 
it was cuused by too heavy a charge 
of powder being used. The uniiners 
Bay it was caused by fire damp. 

Men are’ busy rovioving the dead 
from the mines, as at this time it is 
extremely dangerous. Work js slow, 
So far the following have been taken 
out dead: 

Lewis Pack, Andrew Blackwell, 
Richard Johnston, Albert Brown, 
Peck Adams, Joseph Jackson, Law- 
rence Duncan, Ivan Petroch, — Poz- 
anauski, Walter Walenski, Ollie 
Franks. 

The pit boss on duty and his bro- 
ther, Will Merks, were taken out un- 
conscious and cannot recover, 

A messenger who has returneii from 
the mines states that the bodies of 
12 men have been brought out, eight 
of whom were recognized, Four men 
in the hospital are not expected to 
live; 20 men =  uare unaccounted for. 
The men ‘are’ mostly negrdes and 
Slavs. The coroner's inquest, which 
will be held to-day, is expected to 
render a sensational verdict.

London, Novy. 5.—Lord Roberts 
sends from Pretoria a striking appeal 
to his countrymen to refrain trom 
turning the welcome on the home 
coming of the troops into a drunken 
orgy. He expresses the sincere hope 
that the welcome will not take the 
form of treating to stimulants, and 
“thus lead to excesses that will tend 
to degrade those whom the nation 
delight to honor and lower the sold- 
iers of the Queen in the eyes of the 
world, which has watched with un- 
disguised admiration the grand work 
they have performed for their sover- 
eign and country,” 

He says: “I am very proud to be 
able ta record with the most abso- 
lute truth that the conduct of this 
army from first to last has been ex- 
emplary,. Not’ a single case of seri- 
ous crime has been brought to my 
notice; indeed, nothing deserving the 
name of crime, I have trusted to 
the men’s own soldierly feeling and 
good sense, and they have borne 
themselyes like heroes on the battle 
field and like gentlemen on all other 
occasions."’ 

Lord Roberts explains that he thus 
appeals because of the distressing 
and discredituble scenes resulting 
from injudicious friends speeding the 
parting soldiers by shoving bottles 
of spirits into their hands and pock- 
ets, 


BOERS ARE STILL ACTIVE. 


Lord Roberts Reports no Less Than Eight 
Fights—Boer Losses 140 in Killed, 
Wounded or Missing. 


London, Nov. 5.—Lord Roberts, in 
a despatch from Johannesburg,dated 
Nov. 2, reports no less than ‘eight 
fights at different points, all unim- 
portant, but significant of the ac- 
tivity of the Boers. 

General Kitchener, after a night 
march, surprised Schoeman’s Laager 
at Steenkampsberg, and then pushed 
onto Schalk-Burger's Laager at 
Rooikranz.

“I look upon bread as an article of 
food destined to be completely abolish- 
ed before many years,” said a New 
York doctor, “for the number of per- 
sons who are willingly giving up the 
use of it increases eyery year. The ma- 
jority of them do this on the advice of 
their physicians, who find more ground 
for recommending abstinence from 
bread as they see the results that such 
a course of treatment has on their pa- 
tients, 

“Tor nearly all forms of dyspepsia, 
gout, rheumatism and kindred ajl- 
ments the patient is first told to shun 
bread unless it be submitted to certain 
preparation and be takea only in cer- 
talo forms. ‘The great increase in the 
number of hygienic foods that have 
been put upon the market and the al- 

,most invariable success of any of these 
manofactures which proye an accepta- 
ble substitute for bread and other 
starchy foods are other Indications in 
the change of the public feeling toward 
bread as a simple food which could be 
taken under all circumstances. 

“Some years ago a man wrote a book 
devoted chiefly to exposing to the 
world the harn:ful qualities of bread. 
Persons at that time thought he was a 
crank, and little attention was paid to 
his very sound utterances on the sub- 
ject.. But his opinions are now re-ech- 
oed by most physicians, and the great 
army of abstalners from bread gathers 
recruits every day. ‘The revolt agains, 
such a well established Institution is 
naturally a lttle bit slow. But bread 
Is destined to be ultimately shunned 
eyen more than It Is today, and this de- 
struction of a tradition that has lasted 
conturles Is already well under way. 
Most of its force comes from the com- 
plete satisfaction of the persons who 
do give up bread entirely. They are al- 
ways the most enthusiastic advocates 
of the new theory on the subject,”

uring uuy opinion upon the Nght The 
frat bulletin was the one announcing that 
Poughkeepsie, N.Y¥., had given MeKinley a 
majority of 1837, and thie war quickly fol- 
awed by another bulletin to the effect that 
Elmira had gone in Mr, Bryan's favor to 
the extent of 1722 majority. 

Evidently Disappointed, 

When shown thie message he slinply re- 
marked that it was encouraging The other 
bulletins from New York came tn thick and 
fost after that and while Mr, Bryan did 
not comment, It was evideot that be was 
disappointed to the returns from New York 
City nnd Brooklyn, His reports up to the 
last concerning the eltles, had been en 
couraging and his observation Lad led bim 
to believe that there would be a large In- 
crease (o his vote rather than a loss, On 
the other hand, there was considerable en- 
conragement from the interlor of New York 
State, and especially xatlafying was o mess- 
age from National Committeeman Mack, 
soying that Buffalo bad given MeKinley a 
majority of only aboot 8000, against a ma- 
jority of (2,000 four years ago, Coming 
closely on the heels of the Buffalo despated 
was one from a friend In Boston, announe- 
Ing that city to have gone for Bryan by a 
majority of 7000. am against 17,000 for Mc 
K.nley four years ogo. 


SCENEIN TAMMANY HALL. 


Boss Croker Wan Confident at Firat 
of Bryan's Return, Bat Later 


Doubted, 


New York Nov, 6.—A big crowd and a 
band to entertain it met Kichard Croker 
when be eéntered VYammany Hall ar 7.20 
o'clock this evening. <A special wire to 
carry the election returps was watched 
closely by many local Democratic leaders. 

At 7.20 o'clock, on the receipt of some 
favorable returns from Manhattan and 
The Bronx, Mr. Croker said: “it Is safe 
to say that Bryvo has been elected Prest- 
dent of the United States.’ 

At 0.45 Mr, Croker sald: “I think Mr. 
Bryan ts elected. He appears to baye car- 
riled Indiana, Kentucky and Oblo. They 
are holding the returos back out there, If 
those States had gone Repubican we would 
have heard of it before this.” 

The Boas Does Not Admit Defeat, 

Shortly after 11 o'clock Mr. Croker sald: 
“T do uot admit that Mr. Bryan has been 
defeated, but If he has been I do not wish 
to be constriied as suying anything what- 
ever as to the cause of It. I koow we 
have done our whole duty In New York, 
aod that Is all I have to Bnay.’’ 

Mr. Croker left Pamwany Hall at 11.15 
o'clock, aud the place was closed. 

Croker's Consoling Message.

THE HEADLESS HORSEMAN, 


An Incident That Happened In the 
Franco-Prussian War, 

It is a peculiar circumstance that 
hardened and trained tro8ps will go 
through a long fight surrounded by all 
the horrors that are inseparable from 
war withort filnching and with the ut 
most apparent callousness, and the 
same men will be struck terrified by a 
single trifling incident. 

Byery war of any importance, partic- 
ulurly ware between civilized nations, 
is prolific in incidents of trivial charac- 
ter In themselves, but so unusual and 
unnatural that they appeal to the nat- 
ural instinctive horror of men more 
suddenly and intensely than perhaps 
the main terrors of days of carnage 
and surrounding scenes of suffering: 
Such an incident is the one, for examr- 
ple, which occurred at the battle of 
Worth in the early days of the Franco- 
Prussian war. 

In the heat of the great battle a wing 
of the Prussian army was charged by 
the regiments of French culrassiers jn 
the hope of turning the wing and facil- 
Itating the falling back of the French 
Infantry. But the culrassiers were 
driven back by the unflinching Prus- 
asians. Again the culrasslers charged, 
and again they were driven back by 
the withering fire of shot and sbell.

IRONCLAD FEVER, 


4 Pecollar Disease That Was Killed 
by Ventilation, 

In the fight between the Monitor and 
Merrimac it was found that there was 
not sufficient air In the turreted steam- 
er for the crew and that the suffocating 
gases generated by the explosion of 
gunpowder found their way below and 
rendered it practically Impossible for 
the men to work. Necessity therefore 
compelled the introduction of some ap- 
paratus for artificial ventilation. 

The old methods in vogue for hun- 
dreds of years had been retained even 
under the new conditions and but for 
the striking exhibition of direct inter- 
ference with fighting capacity would 
have remained for many years longer. 
In the Monitor was placed a rotary 
biower, worked by steam. Air was 
thus drawn from one half of the steam- 
er through a systeng of pipes and 
forced into the other. Various changes 
were made In later fronclads of this 
seriod. In some the air was drawn 
down the turrets and forced through- 
out the vessel, thus rendering them 
more than eyer liable to suffocate the 
men below in battle, while in others the 
supply was obtained through armored 
cylinders and forced out through the 
turrets, 

It was in the early ironclads that a 
peculiar disease developed which, be- 
ing confined to those vessels, was soon 
designated ironclad fever. In this af- 
fection the Initial symptoms were 
much like those of typhus, but in a 
short time severe occipital pain was 
followed by complete aphonia and this 
by coma and death. The introduction 
of ventilating appliances caused the 
disappearance of this singular disease, 
and in time these metal boxes, almost 
entirely submerged, came to be regard- 
ed as probably tie most salubrious ves- 
sels afloat.—Cassier’s Magazine. 


Talismans Ia China, 

The belief in the potency of charms, 
etc., ls very widespread among the low-- 
er class Chinese and the Shans in parts 
of Yunnan. The Inatter in particular 
have all kinds of amulets to ward off 
eyll, the gem of their collection being 
one which confers invulnerability on 
the wearer. This useful quality may 
also be obtained, I was informed, by 
undergoing a very painful process of 
tattooing. During my trip I was shown 
a “dragon's nest,” which looked like a 
bit of the horsehair stuffing from a for- 
elgn saddle, guaranteed to render the 
purchaser’s house safe from fire, and 4 
“female deer’s horn,” which would ena- 
ble the fortunate owner to walk a great 
distance without fatigue. 

Not being a Janded proprietor or a 
professional sprinter, I had no use for 
these things, and though I entered into 
negotiations with several people for 
the talisman which would render me 
invulnerable none of them was willing 
to stand the test of western skeptl- 
cism—a revolver at 380 paces—even 
though 1 offered them an enormous 
sum and a handsome funeral in case of 
accident.—Geographical Journal.

Belleville is at present in Class C, By 
putting in ao electric fire alarm 
system the city can get into class 
B, which, roughly speaking, would 
lessen insurance rates 5 per cent.

Lord Roberts ex- 
pressed his satisfaction with the 
work done by the Battery, making 
special mention of the forced march 
from Beira to Mafeking, which he 
characterized as capital work. 

The Battery afterwards took part 
in numerous engagements, and had 
heavy marching to do. Major Hud- 
on gives a graphic account of some 
of these engagements.

THE COMING CENSUS. 


Some Particulars of the Methods by Which

Ottawa, Nov :16.—Mr. Archibald 
Blue says the census will be taken a5 
heretofore, in April, 1001, and will 
be concluded within a month. Not 
only will the heads be counted, but 
also a record of the industrial — life 
will be obtained. The scheme of 
enumeration is to take the polling 
sub-divisions of each electoral dis- 
trict as units. Their aggregate will 
represent the population of the dis- 
trict. 

A man jn the polling sub-division 
will be appointed enumerator, and 


there will be as many enumerators us 


there are polling sub-divisions. The 
enumeration will be made both de 
jure and de facto. The enumerators 
will be sworn to secrecy. 

In making a record of industrial 
life, no establishment will be called 
a factory that does not employ at 
least six hands. There are 8,000 poll- 
ing sub-divisions in Canada. There 
will be 8.000 enumerators, Special 
agents, perhaps, 4,000, will esti- 
mate industrial life. Quite an army.

_ COOKERY IN BOLIVIA. 


The National Dish, Chupe, and How 
It Is Prepared. ; 

The stoves of the Bolivian Indiana 
are curious things. A hole is dug in 
the ground about 18 inches deep anda 
foot square, and over this is built a 
roof of clay with ho’ of different 
sizes to recelve the various cooking 
Pots. Roasting Is done on spits pass- 
ed through the holes, so that the meat 
comes out very much smoked unless 
great care {s taken to have only livd 
coals at the bottom of the oven. 

The national dish and the common 
food of the masses is “chupe,” a sort 
of first cousin to the Irish stew. It is 
& conglomerate, composed of Irregular 
constituents from the animal and vege. 
table kingdoms, a mess of mutton and 
such other meats as are available; 
chicken, fish, fruits, potatoes, carrots, 
barley, corn, rice, onions, yams, etc, 
chopped up, highly seasoned with pep 
pers and herbs and stewed to a con- 
Sistency of porridge. What liappens 
to be left from one meal simmers In 
the pot until the next. If the fire goes 
out, the “chupe” is alléwed to cool, 
but it is wa up again and a new. 
supply of the ingredients added to the 
water logged and greasy stuf for the 





next meal. ‘ many ; 
In the citfes, at the hotels and res- 
taurants where there are French or 
Swiss cooks, the “‘chupe” fs sayory and 
‘palatable, but the farther you go isch 
the centers of civilization the worse It — 
gets. Ono eats it at first under pro- 
test, then from necessity and only to 
escape starvation, but finally the stom- 
ach rebels, and you limit your diet to 
boiled eggs and fruit, which are usual- 
ly to be obtained, but the experienced 
traveler always takes canned meat and 
bread with him.—Sucre (Bolivia) Let-

Thomas A. Seott Used to Handle 
i Them Without Gloves, 

“When that wouderful railroad gen- 
jus, the late Thomas A. Scott, was 
building up the Pennsylvania system, 
the work he did was superhuinan, the 
results he accomplished marvelous,” 
said au old railroad man, “Scott was 
essentially a man of action.

It was then 
touched off, and the god of. fire soon 
removed all trace of {t, and traffic was 
resumed on the Ine in 24 Lours, 

“A bridge fell, and it was feared a 
long delay must eusue, but Scott put 
more than 2,000 men to work ou that 
one structure nod thus eliminated the 
question of delay. Those were the 
days when such things counted and 
were not only possible, but necessary. 
Today railroading Is reduced to such a 
fine point that the need for them ne 
longer exists, I'he ronds are too safe- 
guarded for that.

To some of the thieves" schools In In- 
dia a regular course of training Is 
goue through In the art of “pouching,” 
or concealing articles of value in the 
throat.

The 
size of the article to be pouched fs 
gradually increased until it is sald 
that many of the Indian thieves can 
pouch 8 or 10 rupees at once.”—Toron- 
to Mail and Empire. 





. Casting Metals. 

As is well known, some metals are 
unsuitable for casting, while others, 
like iron, ¢an readily be cast in any de- 
The property of casting 
well Is said to depend upon whether 
the metal contracts or expands on so- 
lidifying from the liquid form. 
like water, expands In solidifying, and 
hence the solid metal may be seen 
floating in the liquid iron about it. The 
expansion causes it to fill the die into 
which it is poured, and so it can be 
Gold and silver contract 
iu cooling and therefore are not sulta- 
ble for casting.

“A mystery in which the American

The science of medicine ts year after 
year becoming more and more perfect. | 
Its diagnoses are more able, and its 
method of treatment Is more rational. 

Although the brain is the chief part 
of the animal man, yet there are many 
things about the brain which scientists 
have not yet fathomed. 

But great strides bave been made in 
that knowledge which has only within 
recent years been discovered and which 
reveals to us what the cranium really 
contains. Shelving what has gone be- 
fore and what bas been taught as med- 
ical law, the following Interesting data 
on how the brain works are now what 
is accepted at the present time as the 
correct theory: 

The cerebrum—frout and top—is the 
chief part of the brain aud the imme- 
diate source of all our mental action. 
The gray matter of the outer surface Is 
made up of layers of nerve cella. These 
are the thinking centers. Experiments 
have clearly demonstrated that each 
convolution has a special function, and 
if destroyed It cannot be replaced. 

It has also been found that the left 
side of the brain Is more active than 
the right. 

How has that been found out? Well, 
if an epileptic commences a fit by 
twitching the right thumb or hand one 
would find Its cause In its nerve center 
on the left side of the brain. It is only 
within the past few years that medical 
men are now able to make a map of the 
surface of the brain according to the 
various functions performed. 

All Impressions recelved from the 
outer world, whether through the me- 
dium of sight, smell, bearing, taste or 
touch, are carried direct to the surface 
of the brain and recorded In the brain 
cells of thelr respective areas, while 
all movements are the result of im- 
pulses from the cells fn the different 
motor areas. 

Now, there are five large sensory 
areas in the make up of the brain, 
First, sight, which Is the largest, at 
the back of the brain. Smell, taste and 
hearing have their positions at the side 
of the head In the temporal (temples) 
region and inner surface. Touch has 
its domicile at the top of the brain, 
while the large motor (giving motion) 
area takes up the bulk of the middle 
brain. 

These are so splendidly arranged by 
nature that the motor cells of the lips 
are in front, then those of the hand, 
arm and so on to the foot. To give 
you an example how the sensory and 
motor nerves work: If you touched 
anything hot or sharp, the linpression 
would be conveyed to the sensory area 
along the nerves connected with It. 
The sensory cell which recelyed the 
message would !winediately communl- 
cate with the motor cells to pull your 
hand away.

The reason of this Is that 
whereas the former bas Impressions 
stamped on several brain centers, such 
as sight, touch, smell, taste and the 
rest, the latter are stamped on centers 
which are not nearly so retentive as 
the former. 

In repeating poetry, for Instance, It 
is the sound of the last line which 
suggests the next line, but an object 
presents itself to the brain centers 
concerned immediately. You know an 
apple or an orange when you see It 
because you are alded In distinguishing 
it by a set of centers which are not 
only more numerous, but quicker In 
perception. Though poetry Is revived 
in the sight and sound centers, it Is 
not so well fixed there as in the other 
case, because it calls up fewer cen- 
ters. 

An apple, for instance, !s stamped 
twice in the optic center, once as a 
green fruit and once as the printed 
word, There is an optic word center 
and a pictorial or photographic centér. 
The poem is only stamped In the for- 
mer, as of course it is not an object 
which can be pictorlally represented. 

The brain is nothing less than a big 
album of photographs and other sen- 
sory impressions. The prefrontal region 
may be compared to a registry office 
where certain records are kept. In the 
brain that particular part is the start- 
ing place for the memory, If we wish 
to recall a subject, the stimulus must 
pass to the prefrontal or registry office 
of the brain, whence the stimulus fs 
sent to the brain cells containing the 
sensations to be recalled, It is like a 
signal box on a railway. 

Now, unless your blood be in geod 
order the active life of the brain will 
be affected. Blood is the nourishing 
agent, and If it be of a poor kind the 
work It does In the way of nourishment 
will be of a worthless character practl- 
cally. Poor blood Is an enemy of the 
brain, but happily {t Is not so disas- 
trous a foe as worry. In that you bave 
the real enemy of the brain. Worry 
disorganizes the machinery of the 
brain and mind and Js little inferior to 
shock, which usually paralyzes both, 

Worry causes irregular nerve nection, 
and {ff It be continuous It produces a 
confusion of {deas. This depresses the 
cella of the brain, and the usual result 
is If there Ia no abatement In the worry 
complete failure of the braln's action 
and consequent mental disturbance. 

Self control Is the key to preserving 
the equilibrium of the brain and to 
maintaining its natural healthy etate.

Replying to the addresses of Wel- 
come of the Presidents of the Paris 
and Marseilles Committees, Mr hKru- 
ger spoke in Dutch, and, in a low 
voice, but he accompanied his Words 
With energetic movements of his hat,

He said: “I thank the President of 
the Marseilles Committee and the 
President of the Central Committee 
of the Independence of the Boers for 
heir welcome I thank all this’ pop- 
Hation assembled in great concourse 
to greet me, for, although L wear 
mourning for the misfortunes of nty 
country, and, although I have not 
come to seek festivities, still I ace 
cept with all my heart these acclume- 
ations, for I know they are dictated 
to you by the emotions which are 
inspired in you by our trials and by 
your sympathy for our cause, which 
is that of liberty, which awakened 
you. Iam truly proud and happy of 
having chosen as my point of lind- 
ing a port in France, Lo set foot on 
free soil and to be received by you 
as a free man, But my tirst duty is 
to thank your Government for all 
these tokens of interest that again 
only recently it Was pleased to give 
me 

“IT believe England, fad si been 
better informed, would never have 
consented to this War, und since the 
expedition of Jameson, Who Wished 
to seize the two republies without 
the necessity of firing w rille shot, [ 
have never ceased to demand a tri- 
bunal of arbitration which up to 
noW has alWays been refused, 

“The War Waged on us in the two 
republics reached the last limits of 
barbarism. During my life I have 
had to fight many times the savages 
of the tribes of Africa. But the bar- 
barians we have to fight now are 
Worse than the others. They even 
urge the Kaflirs against us. They 
burn the farms we worked so hard 
to construct, and they drive out our 
Women and childron whose husbands 
and brothers they have killed or 
taken prisoners, leaving them unpro- 
tected and roofless and often with- 
out bread to cat. But whatever 
they may do we will never surren- 
der. We will fight to the end, 

“Our great imperishable confidence 
reposes in the eternal, in our God, 
We know our cause is just, and if 
the justice of men is Wanting in us, 
He, the Eternal, who is Master of all 
peoples, and to whom belongs the 
future, will never abandon us. 

“IT assure you that if the Trans- 
Vaal and the Orange Free State must 
lose their independence, it will be 
because all the Boer people have been 
destroyed with their women and 
children.’

A Slab of Stone In the Treasury De- 


partment That Shows a Perfect 


Profile of Queen Victoria and Other 
Inter cating Victaures, 





‘he often repeated statement that 
Uncle Sam is without sentient Is il 
lustrated In a measure Jn the treasury 
department, The famous murble room 
which cost the government $300,000, 
ulthough still a place of beuuty, Is vo 
longer ap ornamental chamber only, 


The room around which tradition has 
woven many a curious tale, the room 
in which General Grant recelved the 
guests who attended his first Inaugural 
ball, Is now used as a cash room, 

Loug years ago, when the architect 
who planned the Interior of the room 
saw bis dream realized, when the 
painters and decorators Lud complet- 
ed thelr labors and visitors were al- 
lowed to gaze upon its muguificence, it 
was declared to be the finest room ta 
the country. Men and women of na- 
tlonal and International fame have 
danced upon the marble floors where 
today stand prosaic counters ard 
dusks. The pretty gallery in which sat 
the famously beautiful women of those 
days, where soclety gossiped and belles 
ond beaus carried on flirtations, {a still 
retained, But It Is empty, and no one, 
unless It be the spirits of those who 
once adorned the room, looks dowa up- 
on the small army of employees who 
handle $262,000,000 each year before 
It Is distributed throughout the United 
States. 

This famous room of the treasury de- 
partment has been used for this pur- 
pose for a number of years. The grow- 
lug demands of the department made 
this necessary, but the place has not 
lost reputation even if it bas become 
ove of the government's workshops. 
The marble room of the treasury de- 
partment Is known far and wide and 
is a feature of intercst to visitors on a 
tour of luspection of the building. The 
Interlor Is constructed of marble 
brought from sunny Italy, from France 
and from Vermont. 

KF. E. Sploner was treasurer when 
the room was built. W. H. West was 
chief clerk, and A, B, Mullett was the 
supervising architect. Hugh McCul- 
loch was secretary of the treasury, and 
his assistants ware W. E. Chandler 
und J. I’. Hartly. This information is 
proclaimed by two marble slabs placed 
nbove the doors. All the marble is 
Without doubt the most magnificent 
that could be obtained. One of the 
squares, however, is particularly re- 
mmarkable. It Is a beautiful specimen 
of black Vermont marble. A crack 
runs through the middle of this square, 
the most remarkable one In the whole 
room. On it, as though drawn by an 
artist, is a picture of Queer Victoria, a 
full life sized figure of an old Quaker- 
ess and the bead and shoulders of ua 
Irench soldier, with his little round 
cap set jauntily on the side of his 
head, fastened with a cord that runs 
down the side of the face and under 
the chin. 

The discovery of the faces and fig- 
ures on the marble was made by Mes- 
senger W. R. Elliott. One day, while 
seated In front of the square, he was 
startled by the lines of alternate black 
and white forming the figure of the old 
Quakeress. A full side view of the old 
woman is shown. The traditional poke 
bonnet is pictured, a shawl covers the 
gightly drooped shoulders, and the 
sands are folded complacently in front 
of the body. It needs no steady gaze 
to bring out the picture. It 1s aS per- 
fect as though drawn by a master 
ud ud. 

The face of Queen Victoria is also 
remarkably true to life, It requires 
no effort of Imagination to draw out 
the contour of her face. Only the pro- 
file and a small portion of the shoul- 
ders are displayed. The face of Queen 
Victoria on the marble bas given the 
officials no end of amusement. Several 
years ago, while a number of young 
English women who had yisited this 
country for the purpose of attending a 
Christian Endeavor conyention were’ 
being taken through the treasury de- 
purtment, they were shown the face of

Man's Initiation Into Leadership 
Comes When He Begins With and 
Succeeds In Overcoming Self, 
in Making the Lower Self 
Serve the All. 


Washington, Nov 18 In this dis- 
course Dr Talmage followa Joshua 
on bis triumphal march and speaks 
encouraging words to all who nre 
engaged in the battle of thia  ife; 
text, Joshua i, 5, ‘There shall not 
any man be able to (tand befcre thee 
all the days of thy life.” 

Moses was dead, A beautiful tra- 
dition says the Lord kissed him and 
in that got drew, forth the soul of 


the dying lawgivet He had been 
buried, only one person at the funer- 
al, the same ond who kissed him, 
But God never takes a man away 
from any place of usefulnoss until 
he has some ons ready to replace 


him, The Lord does oot go tooking 
around amid a great variety of can- 
didutes to find some one especially 
fitted for the vacant position He 
makes a man for that place. Moses 
hos passed off the stage, nad Joshua, 
the hero, puts his foot on the plat- 
form of history so solidly (that all 
the ages echo with the tread. He was 
1 magnificent fighter, but he always 
fought on the right aide, and he nev- 
er fought upless God told him to 
fight. He got his military equip- 
ment from God, who gave him the 
promise at the start, ‘There shal) 
not any man be able jto stand before 
thee all the dayw of thy life.” God 
fulfilled this promise, although Josh- 
ua's first battle was with Uhe spring 
freshet, the next with a stone’ wall, 
the next leading on a fegiment of 
whipped cowards and the next bat- 
tling against darkness, wheeling the 
sun and the moon into his battalion, 
and the last against the king of ter- 
yors—denath—five great victories, 

Ali a rule when the ggneral of an 
army starts out in a-war he would 
like to have a small battle in order 
that he may get his own courage up 
ond rally his troops and get them 
drilled for greater conflicts, but the 
first undertaking of Joshua was 
greater than the leveling of Wort 
Pulaski, or the assault of Gibraltar, 
or the overthrow of the ‘Bnstile, It 
was the crossing of the Jordan at 
the time of the spring freshet. The 
wnows of Mount Lebanon had jjust 
been melting, and they poured down 
the valley, and the whole (valley was 
n raging torrent. So the Canaanites 
stanil on one bank, aud they look 
acfoss and see Joshua and%he  Js- 
racliles, and they laugh and say, 
“Aha, they cannot disturb us until 
the freshet fall! It is impossible for 
them to reach us.” But after awhile 
they look across the water, and they 
ese a movement in the wurmy of 
Joshua, They say, “What is the mat- 
ter now? Why, there must be a 
panic among those troops, and they 
are going to fly, or perhaps they are 
going to try to march across the 
river Jordan. Joshua is a lunatic.” 
But Joshua, the chieftain, looks at 
his agpmy and cries, “Forward, 
march!” and they start for the bank 
of the Jordan One mile ahead go 
two priests carrying a glittering pox 
four feet long and two feet wide. It 
is the ark of the govenant, And they 
came down, and no sooner do _ they 
touch the rim of the water witb 
their feet than by aon Almighty fiat, 
Jordan parts. The ermy of Joshua 
marches right on without getting 
their feet wet, over the bottom of 
the river, a path of chalk and broken 


shells and pebbles until] they get to 


the other bank. Then Chey lay hold 
of the oleanders and tamarisks and 
willows and pull themselves up a 
bank 30 or 40 feet high, and having 
gained the other bank they clap their 


shields and their cymbals and eiog 


the praises of the God of Joshua. 
Bul no sooner have they reached the 
bank than the waters begin to dash 
and roar, and with a {terrific rush 
they break loose from their Strange 
anchorage. 

As the hand of the Lord God is 
taken away from the thus uplifted 
walters — waters perhaps uplifted 
half a mile —they rush dowag, and 


some of the unbelieving [Israelites 
say, “Alas, alas, what a ‘misfortune! 


Why could not those waters have 


stayed parted? Because perhaps we 


may want to go back. O Lord, we 
are engaged in «a risky business. 
Those Canaanites may eat us lup, 
How if we want! to go back? Would 
it not have been more complete 
if the Lard had parted {the waters 
to let us come through and kept 
them parted to let us go baok if we 
are defeated? My friends, God makes 
no provision for o Christian ‘retreat, 
He cleans the path all the way to 
Canaan. To go back is to die. Thy» 
same gatekeepers that swung back 
the amethystine and orystalline gate 
of the Jordan to let Israel pass 
through now swing shut the amethy- 
stine and crystalline gate of the Jor- 
dan to keep the Israelites from going 
back. Victory ahead, byt water 80 
feet deep behind, sunging to death 
and darkness und woo Byt you bay, 
“Why did not these QCanaanites, when 
they had such a splendid chance, 
standing on the top of the bank 30 
or 40 feet high, completely ‘demolish 
those poor Israelites down in the 
river? I will tell you why. God had 
made « promise, and he was going 
to keep it. “There sball not any man 
be ble to stand before thee all the 
days of thy life.” 


Bul this is no place for the host 
to stop. Joshua gives the commagd, 
“Forward, march!” In the distance 
there is a long grove Of trees, and 
at the end of the (rove is a city, 
It is Jericho, That city was after- 
ward capturéd by Pompey and tonca 
by Herod the Great and once ngnio 
by the Mohammedans, but this cam- 


There shall be 
no swords, no shields, no battering 
ram, There shall be oaly one ewapon 
of wor and that! a ram's horn. The 
horn of the slain ram pvas sometimes 
taken, and holes were punatured in

His Arbitration Propositions Are Net 
Taken Seriously -The Old Man See« 
jug the Sights In Paris 
Now York, Nov. 27.—The New 
York Post's london despatch gays: 
Kruger’s proposals of arbitration, 
published here vestorday morning,are 

taken seriou © nowhere. 

"It is too late We must go 
through with it now at Whatever 
cost,”" Phat is England's unofficial 
reply to all such advances, Lord Sal- 
isbury’s of cial answer, if that 
Were called for. would be a repeti- 
tion of his declaration that no yves- 
tige of independence can be left to 
the Boers. No one can be permitted 
to stand between Ingland and what 
she regards ns her duty in South 
Africa. 

In otfcial quarters here absolute 
correctness of the attitude of Presi- 
dent Loubet and the French Govern- 
iment Cowards Kruger is fully recog- 
nived, 





Old’ Man Kroger Doing the Sights 

Paris, Noy. 27.—Dr. leyds, the 
Diplowut'e Agent of the Transvaal, 
vis ted the French Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, M. Deleasse, yesterday 
inorning. Mr. Kruger took «a drive 
during the afternoon ina Jandau. 
Tle Was accompanied by his  grand- 
son, and evcrted by police, evclists 
ind mounted guards: Ile entered 
the Exposition grounds, and ascend- 
ed the Eifel lower to the second 
story, Where Director-General Picard 
showed hin the principal buildings 
in the Exposition and the monu- 
nents of Paris. 

M. Picard also made a short ad- 
Iress to Mr. Wruger, during which 
he spoke of the brilliant participa- 
fon of the Transvaal in the Expo- 
ston. Mr. Kruger then visited the 
fransvaal pavilion, which had been 
maintained untouched since the Ex- 
position closed. Mr. Kruger stopped 
und gazed at his own bust, which 
Was profusely decorated with flow- 
ers and other tributes. Behind the 
bust was a Bible, lying open, and 
Mr. Kruger read a verse from it, 
He examined the Boer farm and then 
continued his drive, Later Mr, 
Kruger received various delegations 
at his hatel. 

Plans to Help Kruger. 

Paris, Nov, 27. — The morning 
papers suggest various ways of 
assisting Mr. Kruger’s cause. The In- 
transigeant contemplates the forma- 
tion of an international conference of 
leading journalists at the European 
capitals, with a view of discovering 
practical ways of helping the Boers. 
The Republique is persuaded that if 
Nuropean Governments would remind 
Great Britain that she signed The 
Hague convention, good wauld  fol- 
low, and that there would be no 
risk in taking such a step,

Tart of the Crew Had a Narrow Escapo

Fire 
man Ward hurried to the deck, and 
there saw thames bursting through 
the Woodwork. Knowing that sevy- 
eral of his fcllow-sailors: had retired 
for the night, he first awakened 
Papiyin Scott. Then he awakened 
Several of the seamen, und also Miss 
Mpore, the stewardess.

The wind 
veered the burning vessel again alonyside 
of the northern wharf and this gaye the 
firemen an opportunity to fight the flames 
froww the roof of the small archway erected 
over the wharf, While the fire was at Its 
height ladders were placed against the port 
side of the boat from this roof. 

The entire boat above the water live ts 
almost destroyed, particularly the stern.

store order in the country and == dis- 
porse the Boxers Nevertheless Nor- 
thern China is the scene of continual 
disturbances, and there is public dis- 
order in Hunan, ‘The natives of Chi- 
na are the sane in one respect as 
the natives of Europe and America. 
In times of disturbance the worst 
element of the population is relieved 
of the ordinary restraints of govern- 
ment and works its will upon those 
who would be peachable. 

There is not a country 
who coul@ bring order out of the 
chaos that exists and has existed in 
China, without a strong military 
force. ‘The Whole world cries that 
China must restore order, while the 
chief military conunander of the al- 
lies sends out expeditions that have 
not lost an opportunity to attack 
and kill the Imperial troops who are 
engaged in attempting to restore or- 
der. The expedition to Vao Ting 
Fu was the occasion of such an at- 
tack. The rear guards of the Inm- 
perial force were Hoeing to escape 
contact with the expeditionary force, 
doing this in compliance with an or- 
der issued by the commanders of the 
expedition that the Imperial troops 
must keep 20 li away from the allics. 
On Novy. 18 a German column un- 
der Col, Yorek left Hsvanhaa Fu, 
leaving a force of Imperial troops to 
the southwest of that place.

Ald. Clarke was the yext Speaker, 
ond read copiously from the gvorks 
of a celebrated aythority to Rhow the 
virtues in municipal ownership. In- 
bidentally he mentioned thit under 
municipal ownership Chicago got its 
street electric lights at 15 cents each. 
In the early part of the year, when a 
committee was appointed to look into 
the question of municipal ownership 
His Worship, the Mayor, who Was a 
member of the Gas Company, had 
told the committea that the gas stock 
sould not be purchised ht less than 
par. The stock seemed 'to have fallen 
in value 50 per cent, since that time. 
Ald. Clarke then read figures Bhowing 
that coal gas could be furnished at a 
profit ut $1.50 per thousand; ‘in fact 
if the Belleville Gas Company sdopt- 
ed that method, they would, according 
to the Alderman’s figures, have a 
fsurplus of $8,700 at the {nd of the 
year, Some time ago the Mayor had 
spoken very pathetically about the 
poor widows who owned stock in the 
Gas Company; now he was quite 
ready to sacrifice their interests, He 
thought the worst feature about the 
Stroet Railway deal walsi the’ clause 
waiving the cily’s rights to purchase 
all the franchises if they thought 
proper, «and pointed out the 
difference between the ald ay- 
reement and the new, which he claim- 
ed was much to the disadvantage of 
the city. The Shibleys were tospend 
nearly half a million, they were told, 
but this money was to be spent on 
industries already in operation, and 
the most of the money was to go to 
Trenton, If Belleville was to make 
profits for Trenton why should she 
not share in some of the advantages, 
He thought power in Belleville should 
be cheaper. They should get it at the 
same price as Trenton, plus ‘the cost 
of Lransmission and wastage, Mr. 
Shibley had stated to the committee 
that he must not be expected to work 
these concerns unless they proved 
profitable—— —

The Mayor in Fighting Trim. 


Mayor Johnson said they bad now 
heard both sides of the question. After 
hearing Mr. Northrup's speech ha was 
ulmost sorry that gentleman had ‘been 
weturned to Parliament, becouse if he 
hud not he might have been enabled 
to give the City Council She benefit of 
his great ability, In times past 
mony agreements had been entered 
into, in his opinion much /worse for 
the city than this one, yet Mn, North 
rup nor anyone else, had opposed them, 
The Mayor a4poke of the agreement 
with the Tregton Electric Light 
Company in 1896, which he had latep 
opposed on the ground of ‘forfeiture, 
and by so doing had reduced the light 
acule 45 per cent, Ue had heard men 
in the City Council say Give up the 
eas stock if we can only get cheaper 
light. Now they found out all of a 
sudden how valuable it wus, Mr. 
Shibley proposed to give them cheaper 
light oni also to give them $12,600 
fon their gas stock. There was u 
debit of $82,000 against the Gas Com- 
pany, and Mr, Pearson had another 
slaim of $8,000 which he intended to 
push, Next year the mortgage, which 
was held by the Hastings Loan, would, 
he wae sure, be foreclosed, and the 
city would lose its stock. Mr. Shib- 
ley offered therm $12,600 for il, What 
would $12,600 do? It would give them 
fv bel ler water cervice and new side- 
wilks and on three months they would 
have that money. He asked any 
cllizen of Belleville if the City Council 
dnd not entered into a fair business 
proposition, yel Mr. Northrup bad 
inferred bit they were “nincom- 
poops.” Tle believed that the Street 
Railway would never sturt ayair if 
this deul did pat go through, The 
Bank was simply holding ths ruilway 
to try and sell it, and it was running 
behind at the rate of $1,000 a year, 
Would any man take it asa gift? 
He did got think any Belleville man 
would buy either the Gas ‘Works or 
the Street Railway. The Shibleys 
knaw that if the population did not 
increase they would never get their 
monsy out of these concerns. What 
did Belleville meed? New industries 
ani manufacturing concerns. This 
Was the first opportun-ty they had had 
to get in touch with outside capital, 
ant it would ba unwise to turn it 
away. The Shibleys were good busi- 
nsss men; he had made many enquiries 
about them and had heard nothing 
but good of them. If they could get 
supital interested it would build up 
the city. The Muyor instanced the 
causa of Saulc St, Marie, which had 
prospared exceedingly under the fos- 
terms care of Mr. Clergue. He 
thought if they turned American cap- 
ital uwuy they would be monstrous 
fools. The Mayor then read corres- 
pondence frovi other places re price of 
light, showing that in Kingston, which 
had 116 ore lights, the price paid was 
$72.66, whereus they were offered 
lights at $65, and this price could not 
be increased for 10 years. Picton, ‘Tor- 
onto, Philadelphia and Boston were 
also instanced as places where higher 
rates were paid than the Shibleys 
proposed to charge Belleville, The 
Mayor suid he believed that, if the 
city did not seize the present oppor- 
tunity to secure foreign capitul, they 
would not get anothex chance, and, if 
the Shibleys came here, we would see 
a revolution in tha city in the way of 
industriul enterprise, :

Aceurnacy Is of Mach More Impor- 
tance Than Speed, 

“Speed is by no means the most 
necessa~y thing in shorthand writing,” 
explained an experienced stenogra- 
pher, “but with some teachers Jt Is 
made the great consideration, often 
at the expense of everything else. The 
big thing In shorthand ts legibility, 
for there are many who can write 
fast enough, but who are unable to 
tell what It means after It has grown 
cold. I bave been a stenographer, de- 
pending entirely on it for my living 
for 25 years. During that time I have 
of course, picked up some knowledge 
on the subject. I have been the 
stenographer for two cabinet officers, 
four assfstant secretaries and three 
or four senators. Incidentally I have 
worked for a year as the private sec- 
retary of one of the big bank presl- 
dents In New York city. 

“All of this experience bas proven 
one thing very conclusively, and that 
is that there is no necessity for any 
stenogrupher who does amanuensis 
work to write over 120 words a min- 
tite and in 99 cases out of 100 no ne- 
cessity to write over 100 words q min- 
ute, Indeed, | know of at least 25 
stenographers who are drawing the 
largest kind of salaries as private sec- 
retaries who have assured me that 
they have never been required to aver- 
age as much as 90 words, Under these 
circumstances it seems strange that 
some teachers of stenography will ex- 
cite pupils to write 150 to 200% words 
ver minute and endeavor to make them 
belleyve that such a railroad speed Is 
a wvcessity. Such a practice does 
actual injury, for It discourages many 
from even learning a woderate speed. 

“There baye been lustances where 
it may have been necessary for stenog- 
raphers to be able to write over 200 
and more words a winute, and there Is 
n legend hanging about the senate 
chamber that General Hawley, for 
10 or 12 minutes in a speech, once 
spoke 225 words a minute. The aver- 
nge speed of senators in speeches does 
vot reach 110 words and in dictating 
letters rarely reaches 100 words,”
